This 
villain's uncle, who is now a candidate 
for United States senator and has the 
support of Jeff Davis, was a member of 
congress in 1860,if our memory is not 
at fault, and took a lively hand in the 
free-for-all fist-fight that took place in 
the evening sitting ot that stormy and 
eiciting session. A vote was being ta- 
ken by tellers upon some political ques- 
tion, when some of the members came 
to blows in the area in front ot the 
speaker's stand. The attack was com- 
menced on the Hon. E. B. Washburno, 
of this state, by some of the slave-driv- 
ers, when Gen.C. C. Washburn, of Wis- 
consin, rushed to the aid of his brother, 
and was warmly supported by the Hon. 
John F. Potter, also of Wisconsin, who 
knocked down several members with his 
fist. Seeing Barksdale making a lunge 
for Wasbburn's throat, Potter reached 
over the latter's head for Barksdale^ 
scalp, when he was surprised to find it 
c-aiue off easily, leaving the owner's 
pate as bald as a billiard ball. Potter 
threw th« wig far back over his head 
among the excited members, to the in- 
finite amusement of the crowd in the 
galleries, and went on vigorously with 
the Republican side of (he matinee.— 
Out of this rough-and-tumble fight in 
the house—which was really the first 
pitched battle of the great Kebellion— 
grew the celebrated challenge to mortal 
combat from Robert A. 1'ryor to John 
F. Potter, The latter promptly accept-

leans. 


Washington Gossip. 


MEMPHIS, Aug. 29.—A better feeling 


prevails to-day throughout the city. 
The scarcity of cases and the short list 
of new ones inspire hope that the worst 
is over. There is more activity on the 
streets to-day than at any time since 
the excitement produced by fleeing re- 
fugees at the beginning of the epidemic. 


The opinion of two prominent mem- 


bers of the State Board of Health, tele- 
graphed last week, that the fever was 
last losing its grip, has been verified in 
tbe last few days. 


There was five new cases reported to

The weather to day is warm and pleas-

The fever is again on the increase— 


22 cases in all, six white and sixteen 
colored being reported to the Board of 
Health to-day. Three additional deaths 
occurred. 
Twenty-five nurses were as- 


signed to duty to day by the Howard 
Association.

Francisco than in London, and payable 
in gold 
As a question of economy in 


transportation.the G ovcrnment is consid- 
ering the proposition to coin the silver in 
the East, at least until prices come 
down to its terms. It is also claimed 
that the coins for circulation are more 
required in the East than on the Pacific 
coast. This condition of affairs will 
keep the Mint at Philadelphia up to its 
maximum capacity. This mint will 
turn out no less than the largo sum of 
$2,000,000 during the present month.
